JAKARTA, INDONESIA, , APRIL 29 (REUTERS)-- INDONESIA HAS 
ASKED THE UNITED STATES TO STOP ARMS DELIVERIES TO THE NEW 
CAMBODIAN GOVERNMENT BECAUSE IT COULD AFFECT THE PROPOSED ASIAN 
AND PACIFIC CONFERENCE ON CAMBODIA, FOREIGN MINISTER ADAM MALIK 
SAID TODAY. 

MALIK TOLD REPORTERS HE MADE THE REQUEST AT A MEETING 
TODAY WITH THE U.S. AMBASSADOR TO JAKARTA, FRANCIS 
GALBRAITH . 

"I HAVE TOLD THE AMBASSADOR THAT INDONESIA WANTS THE 
UNITED STATES TO STOP ALLOWING ARMS DELIVERY TO CAMBODIA 
AS THIS CAN AFFECT THE ASIAN CONFERENCE ," 

HE SAID. 

THE PROPOSED CONFERENCE WIZL BE HELD IN JAKARTA NEXT MONTH 
AND JAKARTA HAS INVITED 20 NATIONS, INCLUDING CHINA, NORTH 
VIETNAM AND NORTH KOREA, TO ATTEN THE GATHERING. 

PRESIDENT SUHARTO LAST NIGHT SUMMONED GALBRAITH AND 
EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE DISPATCH OF FOUR PLANE-LOADS 
OF ARMS FROM SOUTH VIETNAM TO CAMBODIA APPARENTLY WITH 
AMERICAN CONSENT. 

THE ARMS, CAPTURED CHINESE -MADE AK-47 AUTOMATIC RIFLES, 

WERE FLOWN TO PHNOM PENH FROM SAIGON APRIL 22. 

(IN WASHINGTON TODAY, IT WAS REPORTED THAT PRESIDENT NIXON 
HAD AUTHORIZED MORE ARMS SHIPMENTS FROM SOUTH VIETNAM TO 
CAMBODIA. THE NUMBER OF WEAPONS INVOLVED REPORTEDLY TOTALED 
4,000 OR 5,000 AK-47 RIFLES SEIZED BY ALLIED TROOPS IN 
ON SOUTH VIETNAMESE BATTLEFIELDS.) 
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
